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SCHOOL REPORTS. 


REPORT OF UNION DISTRICT. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


At the last annnal meeting there was an article in the war- 
rant to see what the District would do with the High School 
building. The subject was new, and the meeting not prepared 
for any decided action, either by way of repair or rebuilding. 
A committee of five of our best business men—Lanmon Nims, 
John Humphrey, S. B. Crossfield, A. R. Foster, and C. A. Gale 
—was appointed, and instructed to examine the building and 
report at an adjourned meeting. The committee made a writ- 
ten report in which they say, that, while the walls are good and 
the building safe, yet the chimneys in the walls are very objec- 
tionable. ‘* The roof is very poor and the frame-work is not 
suitable to retain were it to be newly covered. Taken as a 
whole the building is in very poor condition, and your commit- 
tee are unanimous in the opinion that it is now entirely unfit 
for its present use.” They further say that nothing but the 
walls are worth saving, and that no considerable repairs should 
be made upon it until the District has some matured plan to 
meet future requirements, as it may not be advisable to attempt 
to save any part of it. 

The District voted the sum of five hundred dollars for tem- 
porary repairs, which has been more than sufficient, a considera- 
ble part of it remaining on hand for future use. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


This school has been unusually small the last term, but its 
appearance has been a good argument in favor of those who 
advocate small schools. Never have the classes appeared more 
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interested in their studies or more progressive. There has been 
an unusual number of non-resident pupils; these as usual have 
been among the most orderly and industrious students. Many 
of our pupils in this and other grades leave school during every 
year to engage in various avocations ; some few have left from 
disaffection. Those who leave home to incur the expense of 
distant schools, will, no doubt, for that very reason, appreciate 
them more and put forth more exertions. We could not well 
foresee the rate of diminution, and not foreseeing could not 
provide aremedy. If we had a building suited to our needs, 
the Grammar Schools could become a part of the High School, 
and those pupils who desire it could earlier commence the high- 
er branches. ‘There are some who think Arithmetic the one 
thing needful; others might waste their lives on it and not ex- 
cel; yet, if allowed to elect other branches, would be called 
good scholars. Tle High School committee report that the 
teachers, Mr. Brackett and Miss Marvin, continue to give en- 
tire satisfaction in the discharge of their duties. 


NATURAL HISTORY. 


Last year something was said about making a collection of 
objects of Natural History, which might aid in illustrating the 
studies pursued in the High School. Since that time the teach_ 
ers have become interested in the subject, and other zealous 
friends co-operating, a society has been organized, perhaps with- 
out great expectations on the part of its originators; but new 
members continually came in and the subject grows in the minds 
of all. Every one has a good word for it, and many extend a 
helping hand. ‘The mineral cabinet is already quite considera- 
ble and progressive. <A collection of shells is begun. We have 
received valuable donations of collections of insects. That 
these things interest the pupils of the school and promote the 
cause of education generally there can be no doubt, and we feel 
fully justified in introducing the subject in this report. Per- 
haps the time will come when the good people of Keene, with 
fullness of heart, will say: Let us arise and give good gifts to — 
our children; let us have a free public library, that the treas- 
ures of learning may be open to all; let us have a place for the 
wonders of nature and for works of art—a place where our 
young men may assemble, and which shall make glad the heart 
of the stranger. 
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GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


These schools, under the care of Miss Miles and Miss Floyd, 
have both been very successful the past year. ‘The second 
Grammar Sckool has been established only one year, and _nat- 
urally both are at present small. But there are sixty-three can- 
didates for next year, and the number is ever increasing. 
Henceforth the High School will have two feeders instead of 
one, and the complaint of small numbers is not likely to be 
lasting. These schools will not finish before the printing of 
this report, but we may say that the graduating classes promise 
to take higher rank than any preceding ones. 


ARITHMETIC, GRAMMAR AND SPELLING. 


No one who has for a long time attentively watched the 
course of study in public schools can fail to have doubts about 
devoting so much time to the study of Arithmetic. It seems 
desirable to begin it early for the benefit of those who drop out 
_ early in the course. Every one should have a chance to learn 
the fundamental rules. But this perpetual ciphering for seven 
or eight years seems to exclude more important studies. 
When the Metric or Decimal system prevails; when we are rid 
of Troy weight and Avoirdupois, and a large part of Compound 
Numbers, as we already are of pounds, shillings and pence, it . 
will afford some relief. But our books are too large..,,;In 
Grammar we have endeavored to avoid this fault by confining 
ourselves to an elementary book. A writer in Harper’s month- 
ly for February says it would be a blessing if all the Arithme- 
tics and Grammars were collected and burned in a bonfire, and 
teachers were compelled to confine themselves to oral instruc- 
tion, and instead of teaching the dry definitions and technical- 
ities of Grammar, should teach the English language and how 
to. use it. He would have pupils in all the grades frequently 
writing little essays on natural objects. No doubt practice in 
writing English is the best way of learning to use it grammat- 
ically. 

There are those who would make the High School more of 2 
spelling school. ‘There is among pupils as much difference in 
the talent for spelling as in that of music, and if a pupil of fif- 
teen years has not learned to spell, perhaps he never will; he 
has at least learned how to help himself. Words in the French 
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language are very hard to spell, but pupils in French never have 
spelling lessons, and yet become good spellers simply by read- 
ing and writing. In fact reading is a wonderful educator in 
many ways, and any one can easily perceive which pupils have 
had least advantages in this respect. 

INTERMEDIATES. . 

The three schools of this grade contain about 160 pupils. 
The graduating classes contain 63 pupils, 60 of which passed 
the examinations. Candidates already admitted to this grade 
number 85. The teachers, Miss Ingalls and Miss Hunt are the 
same as last year, Miss Ward taking the place of Miss Holt on 
Church Street. The course of study seems to be suited to this 
grade, unless the terms should be lengthened. Some pupils 
might go faster, but the many could not. Thoroughness is pre- 
ferred to extent of progress, and every time we have examined 
pupils from other towns or other States, we have had renewed 
occasion to have faith in thorough drill. The several commit- 
tees seem entirely satisfied with the success of these schools. 
Not much has been done in drawing, perhaps because no spec- 
ial book has been adopted. During the last term the experi- 
ment of teaching Grammar orally in.connection with the read- 
ing lesson, has been successfully tried. Miss Ingalls especial- 
ly approved and recommended this oral method, but all the 
teachers have been quite successful and agree that the pupils 
were interested in the exercise. They learn to observe the 
structure of language without being repelled by dry technical- 
ities. 


SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 


The six schools of this grade contain about 250 pupils and 
the graduating classes 86, of which number 83 were promoted. 
Nearly all the teachers are tried, experienced, and highly valued, 
and all the graduating classes have passed better examinations 
than those of last year. 

There have been more than the usual number of expulsions 
by committees this year. There are occasionally boys who de- 
fy the authority of parents and chafe under the restraints of 
the school room, and however much committees may regret to 
send them away, there seems to be no alternative. The com- 
mittee to examine for promotion feel justified, by the examina- 
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tion papers and their own observation, in especially commend- 
ing the class in Main Street as the highest in average rank. 
If Arithmetic alone were the test, the Lincoln Street class would 
stand first, but Spelling was made a prominent feature. The 
class in Pearl Street came so near an equality with these that 
the difference was merely nominal. 

PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 

The seven Primary Schools contain about 315 pupils, and the 
graduating classes comprise about 60. These schools never 
seemed more prosperous than at the present time. Certainly 
never have better results been attained. than in the last two 
years. Very much is due to the teachers, something to the long- 
expected class examinations by committees. ‘The teachers in 
all the grades are earnest in approving these class examinations. 

No school is more deserving of parental sympathy than the 
primary. Here, if anywhere, the child needs help and encour- 
agement. A little help at home about reading or writing pro- 
duces results at once apparent to the teacher and often to the 


casual observer. 

The noticeable feature of the present year is the increased at- 
tention given to writing; two terms of drawing lines, angles 
and circles, to get the little fingers practiced in using the pen- 
cil, and then one term of real writing. Of course the method 
being new the printed copy books would not answer. Pupils 
begin at once to write words and sentences, some on the slate, 
some on the blackboard ; others had writing-books in which the 
teachers set miscellaneous copies. We collected specimens of 
writing from all the schools and the results were very remark- 
able and satisfactory. Miss Howe’s class furnished the most 
ready writers ; Miss Rahn’s furnished some of the best writers ; 
Miss Ruge’s class was good, but larger and more unequal. 
These three had copy books; some of the other teachers, with 
slates only, attained similar results. These pupils are only eight 
to ten years old, but their example spread to those of six and 
seven years, and little boys who could not read were caught 
holding up their autographs for the admiration of their fellows. 
As an aid to this method of learning to write, the class is re- 
quired to give a reason for using every capital letter in their 
reading lesson. ‘This they readily learn to do, and in their let- 
ters to their teachers and their first little essays, few mistakes

of that kind occur. The conclusion we draw from what we 
have seen, is, that the sooner the pencil is put into the child’s 
hand the better for the future scholar. He will henceforth al- 
ways have something to do, and immediately becomes a self-ed- 
ucating co-operator with the teacher.

REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDING COMMITTEE. 


No. 2.—This school has been in session 28 weeks during the 
year, under the instruction of Miss Nellie L. Richardson, of 
Marlborough. Miss Richardson has had a long experience in 
teaching, and has uniformly met with the best success. We 
expected she would do well in this school, and are gratified to 
state she fully met our expectations. Her discipline was 
mild, but at the same time efficient. We always found the 
scholars quiet, industrious and happy ; the closing examination 
showed that much labor had been performed by both teacher 
and pupils. More than an average amount of good has been 
accomplished in this district during the year. The pleasant 
and convenient school-room has added greatly to the prosperity 
of this school. 

No. 3.—Miss L. Maria Mansfield, teacher ; summer term 10 
weeks, fall term 11 weeks. This school has been under the in- 
struction of a faithful and experienced teacher. Each time we 
visited the school it appeared well. Good progress was made 
in the several branches taught, and we should have reported 
this as one of our best schools but for one thing ; at the closing 
examination we were sorry to see so much whispering among 
the scholars; it is wholly wrong and needless for one scholar to 
communicate with another during school hours ; not having no- 
ticed this at any previous visit we are inclined to think it was 
unusual. 

No. 4.—The summer term of 10 weeks was taught by Miss 
K. M. Taft, of Keene. This teacher was eminently success- 
ful in winning the respect and good will of her pupils, and 
everything passed off pleasantly, profitably and to the satisfac- 
tion of all concerned. We regretted the services of Miss Taft 
could not be obtained for the winter term, but she was called 
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to a more responsible position in alarger school. Winter term 
—10 weeks—Miss Delia Hardy, of Nelson, teacher. The 
Prudential Committee was extremely fortunate in securing so 
faithful and zealous a teacher. What we have said in regard 
to the summer term is equally applicable to the winter term. 
The attendance and deportment were good, and the register was 
neatly and correctly kept. 

No. 5.—Summer term ; Miss Sarah A. Ellis of Surry, teacher. 
The aries tried hard to be useful to her pupils, but did not se- 
cure, on their part, the energy and industry which are necessary 
to complete success. ‘The order was very good, and movements 
about the school room were systematic and regular. ‘The exam- 
ination passed off very well, except the classes in arithmetic. 
Evidently the writing of numbers and the fundamental rules 
had been hurriedly passed over; and, we might say here, this 
is too often the case in our schools. This might truthfully be 
said of some of the other schools in town. ‘The winter term 
was commenced by Miss Lelia J. Wood, of this town, who, 
after a three weeks trial, was obliged to leave on account of 
ill health. Under the firm and kind management of the second 
teacher, Miss Anna M. Gay, of Swanzey, this school, which is 
unfinished at the time of making our report, was soon in 
good working order, and bids fair to excel in everything neces- 
sary for a good school. 

No. 6.—Miss Amanda E, Farwell, of Harrisville. Summer 
term 8 weeks. This school was somewhat interrupted by sick- 
ness during the first part of the term. Two visits were made 
by the Committee and it appeared very well, though lacking 
somewhat in energy and indnstry. Some of the scholars were 
not disposed to obey the rules of the school. ‘There being no 
examination we are not prepared to judge as to the progress 
made. Winter term, under the continued care of Miss Far- 
well, has been quite successful, making good advance, and giv- 
ing general satisfaction. The school,,made a good appearance 
at the closing examination. 

No. 7.—Summer term; Miss Jennie E. Wood, teacher. Evy- 
ery thing in the school looked favorable, but from some cause 
unknown to us there was not during the whole term the full co- 
operation of parents which is necessary to promote the best in- 
terest of the school. The teacher was faithful and zealous. 
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The same teacher was engaged for the winter term, and if the 
school was not what it should have heen, it was not the teach- 
er’s fault. For reasons beyond her control some of the schol- 
ars left before the close of the term. The closing exercises 
were creditable to both teacher and scholars. A good number 
of the parents and friends were present at the examination. 

_No. 8.—Was taught by Miss 8. A. Darling, who has had 
charge of the school for two years. ‘There were only seven schol- 
ars, yet the zeal of the teacher gave good life to the school, and 
there was evidence of good improvement and entire good will. 
We wish some of the larger schools could show as good a reg- 
ister as this one. 

No. 9.—Summer term; Miss Ada QO. Ellis, teacher. This 
was a very pleasant school, and at the examination the pupils 
showed a good understanding of their studies, though lacking 
somewhat in enthusiasm; still, everything was pleasant and 
harmonious, speaking well for teacher and pupils. The winter 
term was taught by Mrs. A. L. Stearns and presented its usual 
good appearance. Everything in the school-room indicated sat- 
isfaction ; but from some unaccountable bias some of the chil- 
dren did not attend school. We were sorry to see this, as 
we heard of nothing amiss in the District. The recitations 
were prompt and correct, evincing the success of the teacher in 
developing the minds of the pupils. The reading was accurate 
and the writing neatly done. The exercises in mental arithme- 
tic were excellent. 

No. 10.—Miss E. M. Fay, teacher, summer term. The school 
was a success in every respect. Everything in order; no hur- 
ry and confusion; recitations prompt, spirited and distinct, 
with a perfect harmony of feeling between the teacher and pu- 
pils ; comprising firm but mild government on the one hand, 
and entire obedience on the other—all combined to make this a 
model school. ‘The pupils showed their appreciation of the la- 
bors of their teacher by the present of a valuable ‘‘ vase” as a 
testimonial of their love and good will towards her. We were 
glad to see that one teacher at least had kept a correct register. 
Winter term.—The same careful guiding hand has for the past 
year kept the school in good working order, and the healthy in- 
fluence of a firm moral training has told well for the whole as- 
pect of the school. We think the advance of the entire school 
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has been greater than during any former year. The various 
branches of study were well represented ; the reading and writ- 
ing were especially excellent. The. classes in arithmetic were 
well drilled, and the advanced class quite forward. 

No. 11.—Summer term; Miss Anna Bates, teacher. The 
school was small and the scholars not forward, but considering 
their advantages, stood well. The teacher entered zealously 
into her work, and the scholars made commendable progress. 
The recitations were prompt, and showed a thorough training. 
iverything appeared pleasant and harmonious about the school, 
The winter term was under the care of the same teacher, and 
made a good record for itself. This isolated school, deprived 
in some measure of the benefits of refined society, has shown a 
commendable advancement under the careful training of its un- 
assuming teacher. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


We think our schools during the year have enjoyed more than 
their usual prosperity. Good teachers have been employed and 
there has been no necessity for calling upon the committee for 
assistance in the management of the pupils. Not a single in- 
stance of corporal punishment is reported. 

We desire to say a word or two in reference to text books, 
though we are aware that we are touching upon a sensitive 
point. We were surprised to find such a lack of uniformity in 
the text books used. In one school we found two series of read- 
ers and three different geographies, and of necessity there were 
more classes than could be attended to as they should be. 
This state of affairs exists in the other schools, though not to 
so great an extent. It ought not so to be, and we hope some 
effort will be made another year to remove this great obstacle 
to the prosperity of our schools. 

District No. 2 have, at considerable expense, repaired and re- 
modelled their school house and now have the most pleasant and 
convenient school-roomintown. If some of the other districts 
would go and do likewise they would not be remiss in duty in 
that respect. No matter if the taxes are a little high for one 
year, it will prove a profitable investment. 


Our system of Common Schools is the basis of our Republic. 
Indeed, our national life depends upon an enlightened condition 
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of the people, not only a mental discipline, but a moral train- 
ing, also. We must not depend upon the Sunday lectures alone 
to promote the growth of correct principles in our young folks, 
from the fact that a large per cent. of the children never attend 
Divine worship ; and sometimes even parental influence is en- 
tirely adverse to good morals. ‘The great principles of truth 
and morality can best be instilled into the mind, and become, 
as it were, a part of the constitution, by being inducted in in- 
timate connection with the intellectual culture, so that the 
erowth of the mind may not be warped into an ungainly and 
deformed manhood. Our laws provide for the observance of 
good moral deportment in the school, but in many instances we 
have known this matter overlooked by a laxity on the part of the 
teacher to check even the use of profane language by certain 
pupils during the hours of recreation. This is equally as bad 
as gross vulgarity, and if pupils are permitted to use such lan- 
guage they may soon make use of obscene phrases that would 
drive all respectable children from the school. We think teach- 
ers cannot be too particular to see that the language of pupils 
is always chaste, correct and high-toned. The method of our 
speech in a great measure makes up the character and fortune 
of the man. 

There is a class of persons who object to the reading of the 
Bible in schools ; but we know of no valid reason why the read- 
ing of a portion of it daily should not be enforced as a general 
exercise. It is the only place in which some children ever hear 
it; and as for its being a sectarian work, the plea is merely a 
pretext of an illiberal or bigoted mind to make a diversion for 
no resulting good ; conscience has nothing to do with it, as of 
itself no particular tenets are assumed to bias any child’s mind 
that any Catholic parent need to fear. Nochild could appreci- 
ate the difference in the different versions; and in but few 
phrases would the parents distinguish the contrast. It is not 
the language of the book itself, but the pharaphrases and com- 
ments upon it, that constitute the sectarian basis which should 
be objected to. 

There is in many instances a lack of firmness and decision 
to enforce good order in the school-room. This is a prominent 
feature in the constitutional organization ; and is an important 
item in the governing qualifications of one who would be a suc- 
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cessful teacher. We have known the entire failure of persons 
eminently qualified as far as literary attainments and talent 
were concerned, from the fact that their kind and gentle dispo- 
sitions did not present energy and force enough to overrule the 
propensities of coarse, unrefined pupils that were incapable of 
appreciating an appeal to the delicate sentiments of good breed- 
ing. Asa general rule, the government should be mild, but 
very firm. If one child oversteps the bounds in the morning, 
three will do the same in the afternoon; and to-morrow the 
whole school will be trespassers. 

We have heard of instances when the teacher spent a large 
portion of the latter part of the term in a special preparation for 
an examination, by the rehearsal of set questions, reading les- 
sons, etc. We like to have every question answered at an exam- 
ination, if possible ; but still, this matter should not be carried 
so far as to neglect the remainder of the.text book, and only be 
prepared to answer such portions as have received a particular 
drill. A review of the whole ground gone over should be taken 
sufficiently often to keep the study fresh in the minds of the 
class ; then they will be prepared to answer any question pro- 
posed. 

In some instances parents have withdrawn their children from 
the school in their own district in order to patronize a neighbor- 
ing school. We are somewhat in doubt as to the utility of this 
practice, especially when there is a good school in the home dis- 
trict. We believe in no partiality ; and, if a change of schools 
is effected because favoritism is not shown, we would not coun- 
tenance the procedure. Many of our schools are quite small ; 
and to take away half the number of scholars, is discouraging 
to both teacher and remaining pupils. We have heard of some 
who kept their children from school because they could not have 
the teacher they preferred. This is an absolute wrong done to 
the children by depriving them of their schooling, against their 
privileges, and against the laws of the State. 

Some of our best schools have been nearly broken up by an 
imperfectly ventilated school-room, requiring the greatest con- 
stant care of the teacher to prevent burning, and at the same 
time freezing, from the draughts of air necessarily admitted to 
relieve the stifling atmosphere of a crowded room. We merely 
hint at these matters, feeling confident that the good sense of 
the parents will be sufficient to see that they have an adequate 
return for the expense of a school. We feel confident that any 
parent, compelled to sit for only one-half day in the close, 
heated air of the tight room, vitiated by the breathing of twen- 
ty or thirty children, would anxiously vote to have the evil 
remedied, and see that the young folks have not only a pleas- 
ant, but a healthy place for a school-room.

The extension of our streets, and the extra expense of land 
damage incident to laying out new streets in or near the village, 
require a greater outlay for road building; while at the same 
time the increase of business in the place necessarily calls for a 
greater outlay on the business streets ; for which, with all possi- 
ble economy, the former appropriations have not been sufficient. 
We have laid out seven new streets at an expense of $1900. 
We have widened and straightened Cross street. The estimat- 
ed expense of J. G. Warren’s street is not included in the above, 
as the land damage was not tendered; but the matter is laid 
before the town for further action. The sum estimated for 
highways we think will be none too large to keep in decent re- 
pair the roads already laid out, and to construct such new ones 
as may be absolutely necessary for the accommodation of such 
new enterprises as are now in operation and in contemplation 
around the village. 

We have paid a note of $600, leaving only one note of 
$5000 now outstanding against the town. $10,500 in bonds 
have been paid, making a reduction of $11,100 on the town 
debt. 

Four new lamps have been erected during the year, and we 
think the wants of the place will require at least six more dur- 
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ing the coming season, for lighting which the appropriation es- 
timated will not be too large. 

The condition of affairs at the farm is about the same as last 
year. ‘The poor people are well cared for, and the stock and 
tools in good condition. The greatest individual expense is for 
the unfortunate persons who are kept at the Asylum for the in- 
sane. We would recommend an investigation of their condi- 
tion and if thought expedient, to have them removed to the 
farm, where the expense incident to their support would be 
greatly reduced, as it would add but little to the incidental ex- 
penses of the farm, and would be as well for the individuals 
personally. 

413,500 of the town bonds will be due in July, which, with 
the interest on the debt and bonds overdue, will amount to 
nearly the sum called for. 

A becoming respect for the dead requires that our cemeteries 
should be kept in a good state of repair; but at present some 
of them are sadly out of order, and we have recommended an 
appropriation accordingly.

FIRE DEPARTMENT.—REPORT OF THE CHIEF 
ENGINEER. 


To the Selectmen of Keene :— 

[have the pleasure to report to the town that all the appa- 
ratus belonging to the Fire Department is in good condition, and 
the several companies are prompt at all calls for duty. 


FIRES. . 


Ist. April 26, 1871, about 2 o’clock a. m., the building 
used as a storehouse and work shop, and occupied by the Keene 
Furniture Co., and the Cheshire Chair Co., in rear of their shop 
Mechanic street, was discovered to be on fire, and was nearly 
destroyed, together with its contents. ‘The abundance of water 
saved the town from a large fire, and perhaps saved. property 
enough to pay for for the construction of our Water Works. 
Loss, $15,000; no insurance. 

2d. Detober 22, about 1 o’clock a. m., the Pottery of J. 8. 
Taft & Co., at the lower end of Main andes was entirely con- 
sumed. lee $2,000; insured for $1,000. 

3d. October 22, hore o'clock p. m., fire was discovered 
in the woods of ete Page at the upper part of the town, 
causing an alarm. No material damage. 

4th. October 28, fire was discovered in the American House, 
which destroyed some clothing belonging to the house. Lasily 
extinguished; damage small. 

5th. January 22, 1872, at 9 o’clock a. m., fire was discov- 
_ ered in a bin of fine dust and shavings at the steam shop on 
Mechanic street. It was extinguished by use of the hydrants. 
damages small. 

6th. February 9th, about 1 o’clock p.m., J.S. Taft & Co’s 
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Pottery was again on fire. burning the roof of the kiln house. 
Damage $125; fully insured. 

April 17, 1871, the Neptune engine was sold to the town of 
Winchester for the sum of $650. Everything considered this 
was a fair price fur the machine. Five hundred feet of new 
hose have been purchased and the couplings so arranged that 
they are uniform on the entire lot of 5000 feet of 2: inch hose. 
There are also 500 feet of good two inch linen hose. 

The statement of expenses of this department will be found 
in the financial report of the town. 

My brother engineers and the officers and members of the 
several companies have rendered me valuable aid in discharging 
my duty for the past year, for which they have my thanks.

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SOLDIERS’ MONUMENT. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE. 


The committee on the Soldiers’ monument submit the follow- 
ing report :— 

Your.committee were chosen at a special town meeting held 
in August, 1870, and were authorized by the vote passed at 
the same time, ‘‘ to erect upon Central Park a suitable Soldiers’ 
Monument.” Acting under this vote your committee proceed- 
ed to make enquiries as to a design for such a monument as 
would best express to coming generations the part which our 
town had taken in suppressing the great rebellion against our 
country’s integrity. We wished to commemorate not only the 
services of those brave men, who on the field of battle. in the 
noisome prison pen or in the gloomy hospital, gave their lives 
as a sacrifice to liberty, but also the no less heroic acts of those 
who, shunning no danger, yet were permitted to live to see the 
Union arms victorious, and universal liberty predominating 
throughout the length and breadth of our beloved land. 

After much thought and investigation we decided to adopt a 
design which had been accepted by the town of Woburn, Mass. 
The design represents the Union soldier as you can all so well 
recall him. He stands facing the South, in no recognized mil- 
itary position, but at ease, as if temporarily relieved from duty ; 
fully armed and equipped—representing in everything the Vol- 
unteer Soldier of New England. 

This, with the inscription upon the tablet facing the South, 
‘« Keene will cherish in perpetual honor the memory of her 
sons who fought for Liberty and the integrity of the Re- 
public,” and the motto ‘‘ The honor of the heroic dead is the 
inspiration of posterity,” would seem to express all that we 
could desire. 
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The work of casting the figure, which was designed by Mar- 
tin Milmore, Esq., of Boston, was given to the Ames Manu- 
facturing Comp ny of Chicopee, Mass. ‘The granite for pedes- 
tal was furnished by E. G. Hunter & Co. from their quarries 
in Roxbury, and the work of cutting and erecting the granite 
pedestal was, after advertising for proposals, given to Chas. 8. 
Barnes of this town. Everything has been done to the satis- 
faction of the committee, and the monument completed, and 
dedicated with appropriate ceremonies on the 19th day of Oc- 
tober last. | 

The whole cost of the monument falls some short of the ap- 
propriation, leaving in the hands of the committee a balance of 
two hundred and forty-three dollars ($243.00). The following

Agreeably to a vote of the town, the Water Board submit a 
report of their transactions for the year ending March 1, 1872, 
as follows : 

The Board was organized by the election of Chester Nims as 
President, and Geo. G. Sawyer as Clerk; and George Holmes 
was appointed Superintendent, which trust he has executed in a 
satisfactory manner. 

In accordanse with a vote of the town at a meeting holden 
July 29th, 1871, the following extension of the water mains 
and distributing pipes have been made, viz:

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By the foregoing statement it will be seen that the receipts 
from water rents have made a respectable increase during the 
last year, being equal to nearly four per cent. on the construe- - 
tion account of March 1, 1871; and with, the amount paid by 
the town for the use of the hydr: ants, is suflicient to balance a 
large share of the current expenses for interest, and care and 
management of the works. .This result we think is quite as fa- 
vorable as most of our citizens have ever anticipated. 

There is included in the expense account, however, some pay- 
ments not strictly belonging to this year; as $132.00 have been 
paid on the outstanding interest coupons of 1870, in excess of 
those now due, which have been presented for payment; also, 
$240.00 discount or commission on sale of’ bonds during: the 
year ;—which makes $372.00 more than the regular accrued in+ 
terest of the year. The other expenses have been augmented 
somewhat by a change in the system of keeping the’ accounts, 
which required the purchase of an entire new set of books ; 
the plan as first adopted being found quite inconvenient and 
very expensive, it was thought best to discard it altogether, and 
adopt an easier and more comprehensive method, which: we be- 
lieve will make a saving in future. 

A little trouble with the fish at the reservoir ealibath an ex- 
penditure of about $250.00, besides. a. lar ge amount of extra 
labor on the part of the Superintendent, although during the 
time considerable work was done at cleaning up the shores of 
the pond. 

Our present number of water takers is less than we slicila 
have been able to report had the new extension of the pipe been 
laid. earlier in the season; but at the time our contract was 
made, iron for the pipe could not. be obtained without waiting 
for its manufacture, and the contractors were delayed’ so much 
that the pipes, were not in a condition for use before the freez- 
ing up of the-ground. 

Nearly 600 different families, shops, &c., are now supplied 
with water, although the number of applicants reported is only” 
478, as a large number of them pay for two or more families, 
as tenants of their premises. About 170 garden hydrants and 
hose were in use the past summer, and the payments of these 
being included in the June assessment, makes that amount 
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larger than the December assessment, although the number of 
water takers was larger in December. 

The present annual rates average about $9.40 from each ap- 
plicant; therefore we may estimate the receipts of another year

Which will make the works self-sustaining so far as the legiti- 
mate working expenses are concerned, without any appropria- 
tion from the town other than the payment of. rent for the hy- 
drants, which we believe the town can well afford ; for by their 
service at a single fire, in March, 1871, it is believed a sufficient 
amount of property was saved, to pay one-half of. the entire 
cost of our water works, which with only our former supply of 
water could not have been saved, 

We have made such preliminary examinations and surveys of 
proposed sites for an auxiliary reservoir, that we are enabled 
to report in fayor of the ravine on Beach Hill, where a pond of 
ten to twenty acres can be flowed by raising a dam at one end 
to the height of fifteen feet, (or more if desired) the elevation 
of same being about one hundred. and ten feet above Central 
Square. We think the land can be purchased at a reasonable 
price, and we estimate that a suitable reservoir can be con- 
structed at a cost not exceeding $8,000, or $10,000 including 
land damages and pipe to connect with the present main at the 
corner of Roxbury and Lincoln Streets. 

The importance of having another source of supply in case 
of any interruptions in shutting off the main reservoir is so 
great that we think the town should not delay to take measures 
to procure one by this or some other method. 

A large number of residents on West Street are desirous of 
having pipes laid from the present terminus at Messrs. Faulk- 
ner & Colony’s mill, to the grounds of the Cheshire County 
Agricultural Society, and we think the subject worthy of con- 
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sideration by the town; and there are other streets where ex- 
tensions may be made with profit to the town. 

The water supply at Spring Lake has been abundant ; its use 
has been freely allowed without the enforcement of any restric- 
tions, and the greatest draught has reduced it only about thir- 
ty-one inches below the point of overflow, and nearly one-half 
of this amount was drawn through the waste gate. 

The quality of the water has been good throughout the year, 
and has given general satisfaction, excepting for a short time 
during the occurrence of the little ‘‘ onpleasantness” about the 
fish. 

A survey has recently been made by which it is ascertained 
that 51 1-2 acres are covered by the water when the lake is at 
the level of the overflow channel. Assuming that the average 
depth is 8 feet, we have about 135,000,000 gallons as the capac- 
ity of the reservoir, or sufficient to supply 1000 water takers 
with 12 barrels of water for each day’s use for the term of one 
year. 

Comparatively few leaks have occurred during the year, and 
nearly all of these have been repaired at the expense of the 
contractors, in accordance with the terms of their warrant; but 
as the warrant has expired on all pipe laid prior to 1870, such 
expense will hereafter be chargable to the town, and will prob- 
ably increase the current expenses somewhat.
